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The  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection 
Service  (APHIS)  Information  Services 


The  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection  Service 
(APHIS)  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  (USDA),  plays  a  significant  role  in  the  importing 
and  exporting  of  agricultural  goods  while  maintaining 
the  first  line  of  defense  against  foreign  plant  and  animal 
pests  and  diseases.  APHIS  provides  a  variety  of  infor¬ 
mation  services  to  facilitate  international  trade.  The 
EXCERPT  data  base,  the  IDEA  system,  the  USDA’s 
voice  response  service,  and  the  APHIS  home  page  are 
all  available  to  help  encourage  and  promote  interna¬ 
tional  trade. 

EXCERPT  is  a  computerized  system  of  the  phytosanit- 
ary  (plant  health)  requirements  for  most  countries 
(more  than  190)  to  which  the  United  States  exports 
agricultural  products.  EXCERPT  identifies  the  re¬ 
quirements  for  exporting  agricultural  commodities  and 
determines  whether  phytosanitary  certificates  can  be 
issued  for  specific  commodities.  The  database  also  lists 
the  status  of  endangered  plant  species. 

The  program  for  the  EXCERPT  data  base  was  devel¬ 
oped  in  cooperation  with  Purdue  University’s  Center 
for  Environmental  and  Regulatory  Information  System 
(CERIS).  EXCERPT  is  accessible  not  only  to  APHIS 
officers  but  also  State  and  county  officials  and  industry 
members.  Customers  may  access  the  data  base  with 
their  personal  computers  and  modems  via  CERIS- 
NET.  To  subscribe  to  EXCERPT,  contact  a  CERIS/ 
Purdue  representative  at  317-494-6616.  CERIS/Pur- 
due  charges  a  subscription  fee  for  access  to  the  system. 

The  IDEA  system  is  an  information  dissemination  elec¬ 
tronic  access  system  that  is  a  central  source  of  informa¬ 
tion  on  APHIS  animal  health  and  welfare  programs  and 
services.  New  programs,  systems,  and  services  are 
added  continually  as  they  become  available.  The  infor¬ 


mation  currently  contained  in  the  system  includes:  an¬ 
imal  care  requirements;  information  from  the  Center 
for  Epidemiology  and  Animal  Health  (CEAH);  the 
most  current  State  and  internatioii^l  livestock-import 
and  export  requirements;  State  statusfor  diseases  such 
as  brucellosis,  tuberculosis,  and  pseudSrabijes;  and 
Food  Safety  and  Inspection  Service  monthly  repprts. 
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Information  stored  in  the  IDEA  host  computer  js^^vpil- 
able  to  any  user  at  all  times.  Users  can  est^hlifih  a 
connection  between  their  personal  compwer  agd  the 
host  computer  located  in  Fort  Collins,  Ccdoracfo,  via 
modem  or  the  wide  area  network;'  Worlqflg  fram  the 
IDEA  menu,  users  select  the  inforroatioffTheySvant. 
Hardware  requirements  are  an  IBM  'compatible  per¬ 
sonal  computer  with  at  least  12  megabytes  of  hard  disk 
space  available  for  storage  and  a  modem  more  than 
1200  bps  operation.  Software  needed  includes:  MS- 
DOS  (version  3.2  or  later);  Crosstalk  Mk4  (2.0  or  later); 
WordPerfect  (5.0  or  later);  and  IDEA  diskettes  and  a 
VAX  id  from  CEAH.  Interested  users  can  contact

USDA’s  voice  response  service  is  an  automated  tele¬ 
phone  information  sendee  that  provides  information 
about  State  and  international  regulations  for  moving 
animals  and  animal  products.  The  phone  number  is 
1-800-545-USDA  (8732).  Once  connected  via  a  touch- 
tone  phone  to  the  voice  response  service,  it  provides  a 
list  of  menus  ranging  from  emergency  notices  to  animal 
care.  The  voice  response  service  is  accessible  24  hours 
a  day,  365  days  a  year.

able  to  the  public  about  a  wide  variety  of  APHIS  pro¬ 
grams.  There  is  an  import/export  directory  that  lists 
APHIS  contacts  involved  in  facilitating  international 
movement  of  agricultural  products.  Descriptions  of 
the  roles  and  other  organizational  information  about 
APHIS  programs,  like  veterinary  services  and  plant 
protection  and  quarantine  units,  are  available  as  well. 
Users  can  download  many  documents  directly  from  the 
home  page. 

Each  of  the  mentioned  information  services  —  the  EX¬ 
CERPT  data  base,  the  IDEA  system,  USDA’s  voice 
response  service,  and  the  APHIS  home  page  —  helps  to 
facilitate  international  trade.  The  services  provide  in¬ 
formation  about  animal  and  plant  health  to  customers 


engaged  in  importing  and/or  exporting  and  APHIS 
program  officers  tasked  with  protecting  the  health  of 
American  agriculture. 

Providing  information  to  customers  and  stakeholders 
is  an  important  priority  for  APHIS.  APHIS  wants  to 
play  an  active  role  in  the  global  village  that  agriculture 
has  become  by  facilitating  international  trade.  The 
APHIS  vision  states:  “We  bring  food  to  the  table, 
stimulate  global  economies,  safeguard  agricultural  re¬ 
sources,  and  protect  and  enhance  ecosystems;  helping 
to  manage  the  flow  of  information  on  animal  and  plant 
health  is  one  way  to  do  that.”
